to express an opinion on the

whom he has not seen since the end of the last 
session ef parliament. He also desires to eb- 
tain fuller knowledge in regard to various mat- 
ters before he speaks on the subject. He de- 
clares that he was not aware that the “plan of 
campaign’ had been devised or even proposed 
until it had*been published. Mr, Parnell will 
go to Ireland shortly. , 

A meeting is to be held at Kilrush to protest 
against Vandeleur’s eviction process. © call 
for the meeting is printed on handbills, and 
concludes as follows: 

“People of Kilrush: At the most. important 
crisis in our country’s history, you are invited 
to become soldiers of Ireland under the ban- 
ner of the National leagne.”

The singer, 
feelingthe solemnity of the occasion, selected 
the song; “The Home of the Soul,’ and began 
it with a yoice more than usually vibrant from 
emetion.

BORN IN I750. 


the Oldest Person in 
World. 


Sr. Louis, December 19,--A letter from Sas- 
sakawa, Seminole nation, Indian: territory, 
gives an account of the death there on the 5th 
inst,, of Mrs. Susanna Warren, perhaps the old- 
est person in the United States, if not in the 
world. She was borm in the old town of St. 
Augustine, Fla., in 4750. She was 
born a slave, and Was the 
property of. Spanish masters until 1818, when 
she,. with other Spanish slaves, fled from the 
town of Pensacola, when it was taken by Gen- 
eral Jackson. She lived in the Seminole coun- 
try from then until the second treaty 
of peace with the Seminoles, when 
she was regarded as their common 
preperty, and was removed with them to the

THE FIRST SETTLERS 

of Gocsepond hailed from North Carolina be- 
fore and during the revolutionary war. They 
were the Clarks, Dovlys, Murrays, Waltons 
and others. General Jackson was their coun- 
tryman and Colonel Benton their kinsman. 
The settlers lived upon the game and the milk 
of the eattle which they carried with them in 
their immigration. Hogs, sheep and poultry 
were not to be had, except in the fewest num- 
ber. Many years passed before they had hogs 
and sheep enough for bacon and clothiug. 
Those were hard times when the breakfast of 
the family depended upon catching an apes- 
sum over night or a rabbit in the morning. 
The range was so unrestricted that the cows 
often wandered away beyond returning or find- 
ing, so that the children had no milk to wash 
down the dry bread. The horses which did 
the plowing had to be turned on the wild 
grass to get their food. They, too, strayed 
away beyond finding, if their legs were not 
fastened together, so that the art of hobbling 
was as important as the blacksmith’s. 

Bells were put upon them for the purpose of 
indicating their whereabouts, and then the 
Indians, if on the frontiers, carried them off. 
Tt was difficult to clear, of its timber. 
enough land for corn and to- 
bacco. The term pateh was for a 
long time used for the land sown in wheat, be- 
cause only a very small quantity was allotted 
for that grain, so that flour could not be had at 
times for leve or money. Traps, snares, pons 
and other contrivances were resorted to for 
catching birds and turkeys. Food was eaten 
there with the greatest relish, which the female 
descendants of the settlers would “be horrified 
to see on theirtables now. An opossum, with 
its full dish of gravy, occupied the place of the 
sucking pig at present. There were no tanner 
ies then to prepare leather for shoes. 
Skins taken from the cattle killed for beef, 
and those that died with the hollow horn, were 
hung in running streams until the hair could be 
stripped off, and then put into troughs with 
bark until they became what was called fit for 
manufacture. Even this hard material could 
only be had in small quantities, to allow shoes 
to the children, when the frost and snow made 
the cold too severe for their bare feet, Most 
went withort shoes the greater part of the 
THE FIRST HOUSES _ 
were log cabins, with dirt floors and clapboa 
coverings. Snakes abounded, and were often 
seen crawling around over this rude fioor until 
the inerease of hogs lessened their number. 
Therattle of the rattlesnake and the cry of 
the punther often sent the children home in a 
hurry from the woods when hunting the eows. 
The sheep had to be kept im inclosures 
about the cabins, or there was no 
woo! fer. winter use. No school gave 
to the children an _  =hour’s play time. 
After working allday they sat around the 
hearth at night, picking the lint from the cot- 
ton seed to supply the material for clothing. 
There was no fruit in the country to gratify 
their eager appetites except wild grapes, haws, 
etc. The boys had no toys, no marbles, All 
work, little play, no frnit, poor eating, thin 
clothing, open houses, urd beds made children 
hardy or killed them. No novels, pianos, or 
idleness filled the heads of the girls with vain 
imaginings. The singingatthe Primitive Bap- 
tist meeting house tempted but few to attend 
for the sake of melody. The great pleasure in- 
dulged in by the young people was 

DANCING AT NIGHT. 

The married women sought recreation from 
theirsix days’ work by visiting their neighbors 
on Sunday. The men went to musters, shoot- 
ing matches and horse races on Saturday. 
Housekeepers treated their friends to pudding 
for dinner when company came, and the man 
of the house drew forth his bottle of whisky. 
The pretty girls, dressed in stripped and 
checked cotton cloth, spun and wove with their 
own bands, and their sweethearts in the samach 
and walnut-dyed stuff, made by their mothers. 
Courting was done when riding to meeting on 
Sunday, and walking to the spring when there. 
Hollow trees supplied cradles for the babies. 
The fine voices which are now heard in the 
pulpitand at the bar from the first native 
Georgians began their practice by crying, when 
infants, for want of good nursing. ‘The preach- 
er and school master, the first to commence the 
onward march of civilization, were very slow 
in reaching outskirt settlements, 

MB. SETLLES TALKS. 

We questioned Mr. Settles, particularly, as to 
this country, and he was free to give us a true 
insight te it. Said he: “I have heard men say 
that ‘they would not have the best farm in 
Goosepond, if it were given them,’ not that the 
land is poor and worthless, but for want of so- 
ciety.” “They say there is aclas of people 
there who disregard the laws of God and man, 
and have their hands and souls dyed in all 
manner of crime and theft, to murder. While 
this is true, there is yet some hope for this, 
seemingly, God-forsaken land. I was born in 
this sink hele of sin, thought at my birth, 
and for years after, it was the garden 
spot of the county, if not of the state. Begin- 
ning on the southside of the district was the 
farm of Manoah Bolton, containing six or 
eight hundred acres.of fine land, adapted to 
corn, cotton, wheat and cats, of which he 
made abundance, often filling his cribs and in 
rail pens, he became wealthy, and died at a 
good old age, respected by all.

She accumulated a snug sum of money, 
which she was ambitious to invest to the best 
advantage. She learned that she could seeure 
a considerable tract of land with her little store 
of money, and with this thonght in view she 
set out for the west. On the way to her desti- 
nation she had to travela long way by stage 
coach. 

One day and night the coach was entered by 
several drunken cowboys. Seeing that a de- 
fenseless woman was the only occupant of the 
coach save themselyes they attacked her. It 
will never perhaps be known what really took 
place in the stage coach on the lonely prairie 
that night. It is only known that the poor 
girl escaped from her persecutors by jumping 
from the coach. Three or four days later a 
woman with most of her clothes torn from her 
person was found wandering aimlessly about 
on the open prairic. She was found to be hope- 
lessly insanc. Fortunately a man from Law- 
rence county, Indiana, was present and he at 
once identified her as Miss Lydia Pickel, whom 
he had known from childhood.

“SIello, Allen,” said the reporter, “I hear you 


have been bounced?” 

“Yes, sir,” replied Allen, as he drove home a 
peg in tle heel ofa shoe, “yes, sir, they have 
bounced me.” 

“What's the trouble?” 

Alken laughed as he plied the awl, set a peg 
and struck the “tap, tap,” with his hammer. 
“It is this When the Kuightsof Labor 
first established a lodge among colored 
men here, I took hold of it 
readily, believing that it was for the eleva- 
tion of labor and the benefit of working mea. 
I was appointed inside inspector, and was con- 
sidered a leading man in the lodge. I worked 
for it faithfully, not supposing that a man’s 

slitics or religion would be affec ted by it. 

“But in the ‘ate canvass for the mayorality, 
certain spirits who had secured places in the 
lodge tried to exect their influence, and pro- 
claimed that they would throw the Knights of 
Labor yote for Hendrix, while I, as well 
as others, supported Price.

The 
whole trouble seems to be that the lodge has 
turned into a political machine, and the bosses 
want to control it as a unit in furthering their 
political schemes.” 

Ailen is quite intelligent, and appears to be 
as earnest in his denunciation of such practices 
as he was enthusiastic over the welfare of the 
workingmen when this lodge was being organ- 
ized. 

M. N. Clark, the editor of the Peoples’ Choice, 
a negro newspaper, published here, comes out 
in an editorial in which he denounces the 
bosses in round terms.

If men who protest against 
ne; ro’ hating whiie men, who under guise ofa 
society, attempt toride into ofiice on their shoulder, 
are to Le blackmailed and boycotted, the order is 
pot whet it ocughtto be.

THE TAX LEVY. 


A Strong Argument in Favor of the Higher 
Figure. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., December 19,—[Special. ]— 
With reference to the pending tax bill, the 
Morning News will say tomorrow: 

The senate, it appears from our Atlanta dis- 
patches, has amended the tax bill by reducing the 
siate levy from 2.60 mills to 2.40 mills, This action 
is to be regretted. In the debate upon the bill in 
the house, it was shown by the finance com- 
mittee that the cash balance in the treasury in Oc- 
tober, 1886, of about $250,000, was far more than offset 
by the $736,(00 of unpaid appropriations of the year 
1886, This $736,000 includes the $31,100 belonging to 
the school fund, wljich the state has been using 
during the summer months. The debate also 
showed tbat the resources of the state from said 
cash balance of $250,000 and $526,000 raised by speci- 
fic taxes and the amount raixed by the state 
tax levy of 188, “which was 3.50 mills,’ 
would leave on October 1, 1887, a deficiency of 
about $179,000. This deficit can only be covered 
by an extra tax, which to the extent of 50 mills 
the governor has authority to whe 4 or it can be 
covered by a temporary loan which to the extent 
of $2,000,000, the governor has authority to make. 
The debate in the house clearly showed 
that the tax levied in 1887, the rave 
being 2.60 mills, which furnished the 
revenue for 1888, will meet the state’s requirements, 
and also paid up the deficiency of $179,000, but it 
will leave the treasury on Ocvocer 1, 1888, after all 
taxes are collected and all appropriations paid with 
a cash balance of only $709. The debate in the 
beuse also showed that after all the taxes, the 
rate being 2.60 mills for the year 1888, are col- 
lected, and all the appropriations paid 
the treasury, will on October,1, 1889, have a cash Dal- 
ance of about $106,000. It may be argued that it is 
unwise or unnecessary to levy a tax that will leave 
at any time a cash balance in the treasury, but it 
must be remembered thai there is to be an adjourn- 
ed session in July, when other appro- 
priations may have Oe 
made. For instance, the constitutional 
amendment passed at the last election gives to all 
contederate soldiers of the state, who were perma- 
nently disabled in the service, tne same money 
allowances that have heretofore _been granted to 
confederate soldiers who lost alimb. The estimate 
of the amount required for these new beneticiaries 
is $45,000. Is it not possible, is it not probable, that 
couble or even treble that amount will be needed? 
If so, and if, owing toa reduced levy, there is no 
money in the treasury to meet these requirements, 
what will be the position of the governor wheu 
the old soldiers onl for their money? The only 
apswer he can give them will be something like 
this: “Yes, the people of Georgia, by an 
almost unanimous yote, said that you must 
have this money, and the legislature 
arranged the machinery for getting it, but the 
some legislature most unaccountably decided to re- 
duce the tax levy, althongh fully advised that it 
thereby made it impossible topay you your little 
pension, except atthe expense of other vital re- 
quirements of the state.’”’ Is is not safer and 
better for the _ state to run the- risk 
of having a cash balance of $106,000 on October 1, 
S89, than for the governor and the treasurer to be 
constant and persistent borrowers? Does not expe- 
rience prove thatan estimate of what one’s own

spoiler of India. That great man had conqguerod 
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india by splendid talents, by courage, by bribes, . 


by gigantic dishonesty. The whole world had 
rung with applause or condemnation. Gather- 
ec in Westminster hall was one of the most fa- 
mous audiences ever gathered. Forcign minis- 
ters and princes sat there, Peers marched in 
clad in ermine and gold. Mighty men and 
women from all lands looked down upon the 
scene. Amid all that pomp and splendor, and 
amid an excitement such as has seldom been 
seen in any courtroom, Edmund Burke ad- 
vanced in* a, speech which will 
last as long as the English 
language, concluding with this burning 
charge, which made Warren Hastings cringe 
and cower: “I impeach himin the name of the 
commons house of parliament, whose trust he 
has betrayed. I impeach him in the name of 
the English nation, whose ancient honor he 
has sullied. Iimpeach him in the name of the 
people of @pdia, whose rights he has trampled 
on, and whose country he has turned intoa 
desert. And, lastly, in the name of human 
nature, in the name of both sexes, in the name 
of every age and rank, I impeach him as the 
commen enemy and oppressor of all.”

I see His countenance suf- 
fused with tears and covered with blood, and 
all the galleries of Heaven are thrilled with 
the spectacle. Thanks be unto God! “We have 
an adyocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the 
righteous.” 

© Christian soul, your case begins to look bet- 
ter. I think, perhaps, after all you may not 
have to die. The best advocate in all the uni- 
verse has taken your side. No one was ever s0 
qualified to defend a manas this advocate is 
qualified todefend you. He knows all the 
law, all its demands, allits penalties. He is 
always ready. No newturn of the case can 
surprise Him, and he will plead for you for 
nothing as earnestly as though you brought a 
world of treasure to His feet. Besides 
that He has undertaken the care of thousands 
who were as forlorn as you, and 
lie has never lostacase. Courage, Oh, Chris- 
tian soul! J think that after all there may be 
some chance for you, for the great Advocate 
rises to make his plea.

Why Notin Atlanta? 

An Omaha paper—the Bee—has some in- 
teresting figures relative to the first season’s 
results of the Blair Canning company. This 
company began operations very late in the 
season, and the organizers were not experi- 
enced nor familiar with the details of the 
business. The price paid for tomatoes was 
twenty-five cents a bushel. About four 
hundred acres were contracted for, of which 
iwo hundred acres were in tomatoes. 

The company has packed three hundred 
thousand cans, the whole of which has been 
taken by one firm of wholesale grocers in. 
Omaha. For these three hundred thousand 
cans, the company received $20,000. For 
produce the company paid the farmers $6,000 
and $7,000 for labor. The price received for 
the entire produet, as we gather from the 
Bee, was from three to twelve cents a dozen 
more than any other factory in the west. The 
company will double the capacity of the fac- 
tory next year. The farmers are well pleas- 
ed with the prices paid and-are anxious to 
double their acreage‘next year. The can- 
ning factory has been a big success from the 
start. 

Now. if a canning factory is a big success 
in Omaha, why would it not be a big success 
in Atlanta? There is no reason why it 
should not be. Atlanta has every advantage 
pver Omaha in the matter of seasons and in 

pearness to the yreat markets of the south 
and Southwest. Millions of dollars worth of 
capned goods are consumed in this country 
every year, and there is absolutely no limit 
to_the demand. 

Moreover, a canning factory in Atlanta 
would have the advantage of offering a great- 
€r variety of goods. There is always a de 


mand for canned peas, tomatoes, corn, okra, ' 
peaches and other fruits. It seems to us 
that the advantages in Atlanta are so evi- 
dent that the mannfacturers’ association 
would have little difficulty in prganizing a 
Jarge canning factory here. The capital nec- 
essary forsuch an enterprise ought to be 
easily raised. ss 
_ The Technological School, 

There seems to be a disposition on the 
part of some members of the legislature to 
smother this enterprise. There is a desire 
very apparent in some members to resort_ to 
any tactics to repeal the bill. The legisla- 
ture, after carefully considering this matter, 
passed by a constitutional majority the bill 
creating the school, and the governor went 
to work to organize the commission contem- 
plated in the bill. 3, at 


The commissioners 
considerable expense and trouble to them- 
selves, went tothe different technological 
institutes in this country, and made them- 
selves familiar with all the details required 
in starting an institute, such as was author- 
ized in the nll creating the school. The com- 
missioners went further: They determined 
upon a location, following strictly the terms 
ofthe bill in this particular. They are 
ready now to commence work and before the 
end of the coming year they hope to have a 
class started in this college that will be the 
commencement of a new era for the south. 

It does scem strange that it should be at 
all necessary to discuss the importance of 
such a school before an intelligent legisla- 
ture, even as an original proposition, but 
when the question has been fully discussed 
and the Jegixlature, by a good majority, has 
passed the bi!l, and it has been approved by 
the governor, aud just as the commissioners 
are ready to commence work, there is a mo- 
tion te go over the whole matter again, be- 
cause some member was not satisfied at the 
action of the last legislature, and has a de- 
sire to immortalize himself by undoing what 
the legislature, afier a fall investigation and 
thorough Ciscussion saw proper to do. 

We heard Mr. belt, of Burke, in conversa- 
tion a shorttime since, give one of the 
strongest reasons why this school ought to be 
sustained by the state: He says in his coun- 
ty were two brothers—twins. One went to 
Emory college for one term where he had 
advantage of the technological department 
just started there, He was apt to learn and 
when he returned home he readily secured 
work at two dollars and a half perday. His 
brother, who remained at home, received 
only twelve dollars per month for his work. 
Almest every day there ix demand for skilled 
labor in our state, and when it is found it 
commands the highest price paid for labor. 
itis abumiliating fact to southern people 
that nine-tenihs of the skilled labor now at 
work in the south come from north of Mason 
and Dixon's line. Weneed men trained to

ents by trying to block this school? We 
don’t think it will. It is but fair to give 
the law atrial, even if there was doubt 
about it. This legislature will assume 4 
great responsibility if it lets the spitefulness 
of a few soreheads, combined with the typi- 
cal Potiphar Peagreens, defeat or embar- 
ass this school. The gool people, the hon- 
est tax payers of this state, have never grum- 
hled because they were called upon to edu- 
cate the children of those less fortunate, and 
they will not when they have advantages in 
the state that will give all classes a chance to 
get the best education, not only of the head 
but the hands, when we can turn ont skilled 
mechanics to take their place in the attaia- 
ment of that practical and applied science 
that is to develop and convert this southern 
country again into the richest. partof the 
United States.

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Success in Life. 

A correspondent calls our attention to a 
showing that has recently been made in the 
newspapers in behalf of men who have never 
had the advantages of a college education, 
and inquires whether, after all, a college ed- 
ucation is necessary or even beneficial. This 
is a very broad way to put the question, and 
our correspondent, whom we judge to bea 
young man, must not go too fast in making 
his deductions and building up his infer- 
ences. 

We have seen the showing to which he re- 
fers. It is in the shape of a long and exceeil- 
ingly well-written newspaper article going 
to show that some of the most successful and 
distinguished of our literary men have never 
had the advantage of a college training. Our 
correspondent must not conclude that, be- 
cause this is true, the colleges are therefure 
not asuccess. The article shows that the 
literary men deserve great credit, but it 
should not be inferred from this that the 
collegesdo notalso deserve great credit. 
Though a great many men havesueceeded in 
spite of the fact that they have had no col- 
lege training, it does not follow that a _ col- 
lege training would not have been of singu- 
lar benefit to them. 

The point to be made—and which THe 
CONSTITUTION has made heretofore—is this: 
That while a college education is very desir- 
able as a part ofa young man’s equipment 
in life itis not absolutely essential to his 
success, 
in this country today who have neither the 
means nor the opportunity to go through col- 
lege. Itis absolutely essential that these 
young men be made to feel that it is in their 
power to equip themselves as thoroughly for 
success in life as if they had every advantage 
of college training. Everything depends on 
the individual. A college education itself is 
merely an opportunity. In some cases it is 
worse than thrown away; in others it pro- 
duces the happiest results. At best it is 
merely a means toan end, thoughit is too 
often regarded by young men as the end it- 
self. 

In all this broad land there is no young 
man so poor and so friendless that he has 
not the opportunity of educating himself. 
All that is needed is the ambition, the incen- 
tive, the desire. The most complete college 
training will be of no service to the young 
man who is not prepared to use it as an in- 
Strument. On the other hand, the lack of 
such a training will not be felt bya young 
man who is determined to succeed. 

We could wish that every boy and every 
young man who has his own way to make 
might read the biography of Abraham Lin- 
coln, which is now appearing in the Century 
magazine. Here was a young American 
plunged into the depths ofthe most abject 
poverty. He wasalone and friendless, and 


yet out of bis grim and sordid surroundings - 


he plucked the fruits of experience and the 
flower of statesmanship. His was a wonder- 
ful career indeed, and some account must be 
taken of his genius; but every young man, 
no matter what his surroundings, can edu- 
cate himself and rise tethe heights of suc- 
cess.

The siege of Atlanta was drawing to @ close 
when I met Mrs. Dyke.

2. Jesus: The gorpelin one place represents God 
aS speaking from heaven, and saying : Thisis my 
beloved Son.”’ We believe thatvoice and teach not 
the Deity but the divine Lordship of Jesus, And 
this is whatJesustauchtofhimself. (See Jo x, 24.) 

6. Man: We teach the dignity, religious capacity 

and morrl work of man: that humanity in which 
Jesus took part. 
_ (4.) We believe that men commit sins and are 
justly responstble for those offenses arainst God and 
man. We believe that a just retribution attends 
and follows al! such sine. 

But 5.) we do not believe in the endlgssness of 
this retributive suffering. We do not believe that 
any one will remain eternally nnrepentant and no 
eoul will be cternally punished. We utterly refuse 
to believe that a God “whose mercy endureth for- 
ever’ will sufler the majority of men to perish or 
sufier everiasiingly. 

And jurther (6) we believe and teach, as Jesus 
taught in his parable of the prodigal son, that re- 
pentance aione is heces*ary to reconcile the father 
to the erring son. Andthat the At-one-ment which 
Jetus gives us lies wholly in the persuasions to re- 
pent which he brings to bear upon us. 

Mr. Chaney then described the church of Our 
Vatbher, While accepting the name ‘‘Unitarian’’ and 
agreeing broaldy withthe views commonly preached 
by that communion, it had based itself on a cove- 
nam which stated ihe thingsin which’all Christians 
agree: God and worship: duty and the life and 
spirit of Jesus, as the right guide and inspiration of 
our lives. + 

Sech a church, the preacher believed, would 
come nearer in its plan, whatever might be made 
of its fulfillment, to the purpose and hope of the 
founder of Christianity than most of the churches 
which now represent his religion. 

Trinity Church Last Night. 

The Rey. Dr. Wardsworth, the new presiding 
elder of Trinity, preached last evening from this 
text: “And he said unto Jesut, Lord, remember 
me when thou comest unto thy kingdom,” ‘And 
Jesus said unto him: Verily, 1 say unto thee, to- 
Gay shalt thou be with me in paradise.’’ The 23rd 
chapter ot Luke, 42nd and 43rd verses. 

The minister said he desired more cspe- 
cially to address the unconverted, whether 

ey be in or out _of the church. He 
had long ago found out that there are 
more unpconyerted people inthe world than any- 
bedy would imagine. But,in a gospel sense, he 
did not believe that there existsin this Christiau 
land, areal infidel. Infidelity is the curse of 
deep seated corruption and enmity toward God. 
The cure for scepticism is not arguments in favor 
of Christianity, but trimply the presentation of the 

ospel, All that the gospel needs is to be presented. 

Ve had a poor opinion, he said, of the man whois 
alwaysjumping upto defend Christi y. The 
preacher directed the attention of his hearers to 
the fact that throughout the whole Scriptures there 
was notthe slighiest intimation which warrants 
the belief that sinners may be saved on their death 
beds. The incident described so pathetically 
in the text is the only part of the gospei 
which people use as an argument 
in deferring repentance till the last hour. The 
thief came to the cross a thoroughly bad man. He 
truly repented and was saved. This man was not 
only a robber, but in all probability a murderer as 
well. But, bada man as he was, he repented. 
He made a noble, open acknowledgement of his 
guilt and begged for forgiveness. It is doubtful if 
this thief ever had seen or heard of Jesus 
Christ. Consequently, he never had 
any opportunity for repenting. He 
realized the fearful turpitude of his guilt and 
lifted up the cry: “‘Lord, remember me when 
Thou comest into Thy kingdom.” This man hada 
trve conception of immortality, a much better idea 
of itthan many men of the present day possess. 
The preacher dwelt upon the thought that there 
is Bo ational connection between the satvation of 
the thiet and the death-bed repentance of sinners 
in this gospelland. He earnestly ae upon sin- 
ners the supreme necessity of immediate repent- 
ance, and plead with them not to delay in this 
momento.s matter. Thesermon was attentively 
followed Ly a large Congregation. 


At the Churchof Christ. 

Rev. Thomas M. Harris delivered a forcible 
sermon yesterday morning at the Church of Christ, 
on Huntcr street, upon the parable of the sower. 
In intrecucing his theme, he referred to the condi- 
tions which caused Christ to teach in parables: 
thatit might be fulfilled as propbesied by .Esaias 
“hearing, ye shall hear and shall not understand;” 
and seeing, ye shall see and shall not perceive.” 
The speaker said that after Christ had made the 
blind to see and the deaf to hear, and the lame to 
walk, Ue rulers and Pharisees had declared that, 
as it was the evil one who so afflicted the people, 
it was by his spower that devils were Cast ont. 
This, the Speaker declared, was the sin against the 
Holy Ghest, the ascribing to Beelzebub the mira- 
cles performed by the power of the Holy Ghost. 
This was what was Aockaoed tobe the unpardona- 
ble sin, 

Proceeding to a consideration of the parable, the 
speaker said he thoughtit had been given asa 
source of comfort and strength to preachers of the 
gospel. Yearin and year out they reached the 
unsearchable riches of the gospel, and they would 
be ata lossto know why it was that all men and 
women Cid not bow toits truth and accept its sal- 
setion if it were not that in this parable Christ had 
told them that some of their hearts were like the 
stony ground, others the barren highway, others 
like the thorn covered ground, and still others 
luke the good ground, That the word falling in the 
hearts of some was immediately snatched away 
by Setan, like the seeds which fell upon the high- 
way and were devoured by the birds of the air; in 
the hearts of some the word was crowded out by 
effliction or persecution, having mo root like the 
seed which fell in stony ground; in the hearts of 
others it was crowded out by the cares of the worid 
and the deceitfulness of riches; that these peop! 
didyv’t have time to be Christians; they were so 
buev in their search for riches they could not spare 
one day in seven to the Lord. In the hearts ot 
scise the word was received and it brought fomh 
fruit. ‘bat in this parable only one in four would 
hea Christian. Hein a strong and forcible addres 
uri ed the congregationto take the eg home 
to themselves and decide each one for himself to 
which class he belonged.
